Because of the fact that Ralph Bean planned to leave 

the meeting early, the regular routine of business was 
interrupted at this point to discuss the question of 

the Livermore Falls Dam bill which is to be introduced 
into the Legislature later this sprig. The U. S. Corps 
of Engineers is reported to be planning a large scale 
project of building a dam at Livermore Falls which 

would flood an area extending up nearly to Lincoln, 
would wipe out Beebe River, parts of Route 93, parts of 
Campton, and would require rearrangement of the entire 
road system around and approaching Waterville. This 
large-scale project is in opposition to the plans of the 
Soil Conservation Service which favors a series of small 
dams on the Pemigewasset, Baker and Mad Rivers and which 
also favors a dam on the East Branch above Lincoln. 


The Highway Department will hold a Public Hearing on 
March 30 to discuss the portion of Interstate 93 from 

its present terminus at Plymouth on up to the North, and 
as the Dam project will have great bearing on these high- 
way plans, it is important to register public opinion 


as quickly as possible to clarify planning.

A. resolution was approved empowering the Selectmen 

to notify Senators, Representatives, the Governor, the 
Highway Department, and. other interested parties of 
this Town's unanimous opposition to the Livermore 
Falls Dam Project. 


Individual members of the Town were urged to write 
their own letters to Congressmen asking defeat of the

4, It was voted to appropriate $285.00 for Town Officer's 
salaries, 


5. It was voted to appropriate $75.00 for. Town Officer's 
expenses. 


6. It was voted to appropriate the necessarg funds 
(probably $90.00) to pay for Town Officers! bonds. 


7. It was voted to appropriate the necessary funds to 
support the following groups: Tax Collectors! Associ- 
ation ($3.00), Town Clerks' Association ($3.00), and 
White Mountain Region Association (amount not specified). 


8. It was voted to appropriate the necessary amounts to pay 
the following taxes: School, County and Bond and Debt 
Retirement. 


9. It was voted to appropriate the necessary amount ($31.33) 
to make the Town eligible for Town Road Aid ($208.88) 
from the State. 


10. It was voted to appropriate $1000.00 for maintenance 
and repair of Town roads and bridges during the year. 


11. It was voted to appropriate $600.00 for the maintenance 
and improvement of the Town House. Two things wild 
probably be done: I) re-painting of the sigg, and 2) 
installation of lavatory. 


12. It was voted to appropriate $100.00 for the support of 
the Sceva Speare Memorial Hospital in Plymouth. 


13. It was voted to appropriate $1000.00 for tree care and 
insect control. The Selectmen were asked to investigate 
the possibility of buying a sprayer for the Town. 


14. It was voted to appropriate $100.00 for roadside improve- 
ment.

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15. %It was voted to appropriate $100.00 for Civil Defense 
expenditures. Mr. Corcoran stated that the new Water- 
ville Company will look into the problem of fire pro- 
tection and possible equipment and will report to the 
Town. 


16. It was voted to appropriate $200.00 to be paid the 
Police Officer (Stanley Brox) for protection of 
persons & property. Mr. Corcoran stated the Town might 
be interested to know that at Mittersill the Inn pro- 
vides supervision of property, and each cottage is 
equipped with a flashing red light which goes on when 
the temperature in the house drops below a certain 
point. Mr. Brox said that he checks the cottages once 
or twice a week between seasons. Mr. Corcoran 
announcednrthat watchman service will have to be increased 
when new buildings are erected in the Mt. Tecumseh area. 
The Waterville Co. is planning on this. 


ipee tt was voted to appropriate $50.00 to the support of the 
Campton Fire Department and $50.00 for maintenance of 
fire-fighting equipment in Waterville. 


16. It was voted to appropriate $300.00 for the support of 
White Mountain 93 Association. 


The meeting was adjourned at 4:30 P. M.
